• One of the worst train wrecks that 
has taken place for many years oc- 
curred shortly after-noon today, in 
the Boston and Maine railroad yard, 
at the foot of Langdon street. 
~ 


The crash was between passenger 


train No. 29, which leaves Boston at 
10 o'clock, due here at 12.10, and a 
switching engine, No. 483. 
The lo- 


cmo'tives- came together with such a 
crash that the noise could be heard 
nearly a mile. away. Engine No. 483 
of the passenger train was complete- 
ly wrecked, and the tender of the en- 
gine pushed nearly half way through 
the baggage car. 
The 
locomotive 


-of the passenger 
train lipped over, 


and immediately started to burn. 'An 
alarm was rung in from Box 46, at 
the corner of Brjdge 
and 
Hanover

A DEAD BABY 


In a BundFe Found on an Old Dump 


at Manchester 


Manchester, 'May 3.—-Wrapped .In 


an old checkered apron and a copy of 
the Boston Daily Post dated Dec. 6, 
130 S, the body of a fully developed 
male child was discovered near- an 
old dump on Lincoln street, south of 
Auburn street, by three boys, and an 
investigation which is now being con- 
ducted, raay show that it Is a case 
of murder. 


Medical "Referee George M. Davis, 


accompanied by Houseman 
Hamps- 


ton of the police department, went to 
the scene r.nu the body was removed 
to Wallace's morgue. 


From all appearance the skulll had 


been fractured, but whether the frac- 
ture was caused by a blow inflicf.ed 
before death or by the body being 
thrown down the embankment. Into 
the dump, 
only an autopsy, which 


will be performed today by Medical 
Referee Davis, can determine. The 
apron in which the body was wrap- 
ped was stainod with blood, which 
gives rise to tFie belief that the child 
was alive when his skull was frac- 
tured. 


From the 
condition of tho body 


it is evident that tho child had not 
been dead more than two or three 
days when found.

Tlicir Introduction Has Saved 


Lives and Ships. 


A storm at sea! How the ship 


rolls, tosses and plunges ou the great 
angry waves. 
Aiid in the distance 


—what is that weird moaning, un- 
utterably sad sound? 
A dirge for 


men lost? A wailing lament of wat- 
er spirits? 
Such it might seem, for 


.it is so filled with unearthly ruourn- 
fulness. 


Ask the captain. No, he will tell 


you, it is a warning voice. , It is a 
voice that saves many ships from 
destruction, a faithful and vigilant 
guard at dangerous shoals and rocky 
coasts. 
It Is nothing more than u 


whistling buoy. 


The whistling buoy is the inven- 


tion of an American, J. M. Courteu- 
ay, of New York. 
Buoys have beau 


placed in dangerous places along the 
coast—for the welfare of seafaring 
people and to the dismay of people 
living along the shores. 


Usually the lighthouse board 
J3 


besieged 
by protests whenever 
it 


places a buoy In a new locality. The 
sound is so mournful and eerie that 
the people say it is unendurable. 
• Queer 
things, 
these 
whistling 


buoys. As they rise and toss on the 
waves they give forth the most pen- 
etrative sound one could imagine— 
a sound heard for 15 miles and. 
more. 


"What is peculiar- about the whist- 


ling buoys is 'that when the waves 
are highest the louder they shriek. 
The gale may bellow deafenly and 
the waves crash thunderously—yut 
no pandemonium of wind and caa is 
so loud that above the tumult, pierc- 
ing and clear, cannot be heard the 
warning whistle of the buoy. 


Then, as the sea subsides, the cry- 


ing of the great metal siren decreases 
in volume, and as it heaves on a 
calm and gentle sea it gives forth 
only a moan, faint and rather plain- 
tive, as though. It were longing for 
the storm of strife of water in which 
it exults so madly.'' 


But the buoys are constructed so 


that they will make the greatest 
noise when their warning cry Is most 
needed. 


If you pas's close by the buoy you 


will see a great metal pear-shaped 
object bobbing up and down in the 
water. At the end point of this met- 
al bulb is an opening, which Is con- 
nected to the base by a long steel 
tube. 
This tube is connected with 


the whistle by a smaller pipe. 
Two 


other pipes admit air to the tube 
through valves which are so arrang- 
ed that the pnly egress for the air Is 
through the whistle. 


As the buoy floats on the 
water 


the water fills the tube to the level 
outside. As the waves lift the buoy 
on. their crest, water, of course. 
Sows out ot the tube and air rush- 
es into it. 
As the buoy sinks back. 


water rushes into the tube forcing 
the air out through the whistle. Thus 
the more riotous the waves the great- 
er the air compresion as the water 
rushes Into the buoy, and consequent- 
ly the louder the noise. 


To 
maintain 
the 
'fine .metallic 


sound the buoys must be cleaned at 
least once a year, sometimes often- 
er. This is not an easy task. 


To lift the buoys, anchored with 


grea"t iron sinkers, from the water 
is "a difficult feat. 
Naturally, they 


are placed in dangerous and stormy 
water, and the calmest days possible 
must be selected to replace them. 


A new buoy, freshly painted . a'nd 


in good trim, Is taken out on board 
a vessel. 
It is lifted on a great 


crane and swung from'the 
deck. 


Should the boat begin to rock, the 
buoy begins to swing pendulum-like, 
and if the greatest care is not taken, 
damage to the.ship is imminent. At 
the proper moment a. signal is given 
arid—swish! the buoy sinks into the 
wc.ter.

Chains are fastened about th£ old 


buoy, ropes fastened 
around 
the 


bulb and the tube at the end. Then 
word is given, the chains creak -c.n'.l 
the 
buoy, 
with 
sizzling 
sound 


rises. 


The. greatest attention must bo 


paid to the buoy as it-swings dan- 
gerously near the ship and rises 
abovf the-deck. Word is given; sud- 
denly the chains give way and it Cs- 
scends. rapidly 
and with 
a great 


thump settles on blocks on the deck. 


Next, chains and hooks are fasten- 


ed to the cbalp which attaches the 
buoy to'the anchors. How the great 
crane trains and the engines puff as 
the anchor, buried in mire an sea- 
weed and barnacles, refuses to,budge. 
Nothing else remains but to fasten 
the chain to the sh'lp and pull off. 


The chain is fastened by a two- 


Inch spring rope hawser. 
The ship 


begins to move away. The chain 
draws the anchor and it must either 
give way or the chain must bretk. 
Often the chain 'beraks. 


In the distance can be heard the 


faint.sound of the new buoy, its 
Hfe of moaning begun.—Plttsburs 
Gazette.
